Messrs. Gladowe and Rose, two represen- 
tatives of the British Treasury, arrived in 
Victoria from London on Sunday night. 
They have come to receive all claims for 
compensation that the British Columbia 
sealing men have to present, and up to the 
evening of the '28th inst, when the time for 
receipt expires, will be willing to hear from 
anybody who has suffered a direct loss up to 
the year 1S91 by reason of the operation of 
the vwilu.1 vivtndi. 

Both gentlemen wero interviewed in the 
parlors of tho Hotel Victoria last night by a 
Colonist reporter, Tlicy are young men, 
and impress one very quickly with their 
ability for tho task they havo been sent here 
to perform. Speaking of its import, Mr. 
Gladowe said that while they intended 
to give tho fullest license to genuine 
claims for compensation, they would shut 
out anything like attempts at imposition and 
roundabout uccounts for damage supposed 
to have been caused, in Borne intricate way, 
by reason of the workings of the 'modus.' 
They will start in on tho 29th inst. to ex- 
amine all claims received preparatory to 
that dote, und will go into the minutest 
details of each, attempting to bring figures 
to a scnsiblo, practical level, suitable to 
both parties. 

"Of course we expect," said Mr. Gla- 
dowe, "that we are going to receive 
accounts for sums away out of their real 
nroportions, and just us possibly we may 
believe that in some instances we will see 
good cause to add sums on to what appear 
to us to be inadequate demands. The one 
great point of contention will be, no doubt, 
the difference that exists in tho rates of 
interest here and in England." 

Though the Commissioners told the 
reporter nothing definite on this point, ho 
was led to infer that they did not believe 
that a higher rate than 4 per cent, would 
be allowed by the British Government. 

Both Mr. Gladowo and Mr. Rose, coming 
with the credentials they possess, will have 
a comparatively easy time in obtaining ac- 
curate information concerning the justice 
or otherwise of the claims sent in. The 
oflieo of Collector Milne and Captain Lewis, 
the Agent of Marine and Fisheries aro prac- 
tically an "open sesame" to them, and 
both of theso gentlemen will, no doubt, do 
all in their power tn post the visitors on 
local matters connected with their work.

RIOTS IN ROME- 

Apprehensions of their 1/urtucr Continuance— 
Preparations made Against Trouble, 

Rome, April 25.— Tho authorities '.o-day 
began barricading the residelico of tho offi- 
cials and tho Bulks in view of the disturb- 
ances of yesterday and the apprehension of 
more serious disturbances to-day. The 
working classes arc greatly stirred up by 
tho prospect of a renewal of the flour tax. 
The cxtremo solialists aro very active and 
beside appealing tn prejudice against 
tho moneyed upper clusses, have enlisted 
the sympathy also and opposiron of the 
Irredentistagitators. ThreUsarefreoly made 
against the Austrians, and there is reason 
to fear in case of a riot that the Austrian 
Embassy may be attacked. For this 
reason the lower windows are be- 
ing walled up strongly. The members 
and servants of tne Embassy aro armod, 
and every precaution has heen made to give 
a deadly reception to tho mob. The pre- 
parations by the authorities aro so ox tensive 
that the public aro more alarmed thereby 
than by the threats and demonstrations of 
the Anarchists. Tho opinion prevails that 
these preparations would not be made un- 
less tho authorities had information of a 
dangerous conspiracy which they havo not 
made public. Great uneasiness prevails, 
and persons of means are Becreting their 
valuables and lollowing the example of the 
officials iu making their residences ready to 
offer resistance to the mob in case of riot. 
The galleries, paintings and statuary that 
have been readily accessible to visitors, are 
now surrounded with safeguards. The mil- 
itary authorities havo doubled tho guards 
whero arms and ammunition aro stored.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

"No Practical Results Possible From tho 
Suggested Conference." 

London, April 25. — The Times says: 
"President Harrison's rumored negotiations 
for a silver conference, are an obvious 
evasive and ill-timed attempt to temporizo 
with tho soft money partisans, while 
escaping from a rupture with the mercan- 
tile interests in the eastern and central 
states. We four another pnriod of uncer- 
tainty and fluctuations has been initialed 
by his electioneering movement, without 
the slightest chance of any permanent in- 
ternational settlement of the problem, or 
real or lasting improvement in the market." 
A well-known currency authority, Ottutnan 
Hapt, writes to the Times to point out that 
almost all tho great commercial nations ure 
wholly users of gold and sellers of silver; 
that the opening of continental mints to the 
free coinage of silver is, therefore, out of 
the question, and no practical result can 
follow the suggested conference. He thinks 
tho free coinage of silver for private parties, 
by Indian mints, might be suspended, to 
pave the way for "a sort of limping double 
standard," such as exists on the continent, 
or, later on, even the adoption of a regular 
gold currency, in wllieh silver migh* phiy a 
certain part, though its circulation should 
not be increased.

Paris, April 25. — LeClaire publishes tho 
text of an Anarchist proclamation, seriously 
printed with the view of influencing tho 
municipal elections, which will be held on 
May I. This is a violent manifesto, advis- 
ing neutrality in the elections, which are 
denounced as a "Bourgeois farce." "Re- 
member," the manifesto says, "by going to 
the polls you imitate sheep going to the 
shambles : bo men ; learn to do without 
rulers and Governments — that is to say, 
masters and oppressors —and then, and then 
only, ou the ruins of the horrible and mon- 
strous past, whose social basis and rule was 
an idiotic struggle for existence, you may 
lay the foundation of an organization for the 
future, resting entirely on an agreement for 
a free, harmonious aud integral life. Tho 
principles of equality, liberty and justice . , , 
trill then no longer be a vain formula, and I to order at tt eiler Bros. 



London, April 25.— Tho House of Com- 
mons resumed its sittings, to-day, upon tho 
expiration of tho date of adjournment for 
the Eastern holidays.

Having declined to give 
any explanation of his couduct, or express 
any regret for tho uttempt of which he has 
been guilty, the Houso voted by 25 to 8, 
that he be sent to the county jail for 48 
hours. About midnight ho was handed to 
the custody of Sheriff Archibald. There 
was a good deal of excitement over the 
matter, and the galleries and corridors of 
the House wero crowded while the matter 
was under discussion. Some of his friends 
who had arrived by train gave cheers for 
him when ho was brought from the Assembly 
ante-room to be convoyed to jail.

Come to Ills Death ? 

Montreal, April 25.— A body was found, 
near Lachine, on Saturday, and recognized 
as that of George C. Gay, a Pullman car 
conductor, running from Montreal to Van- 
couver. He went out with a friend from 
Lachine to shoot musk rats, and his friend 
returned saying ho had missed Clay. One 
of his eyes was put out, and near the body 
lay a double-barrelled gun, with one barrel 
unloaded. The body was found neur the 
railway track. It is uncertain whether 
Clay was struck by the cars or shot. 

TO SCALE ST. ELIAS- 

Scientists Starting to Discover Whether the 
Mountain Belongs to Britain or Not. 

Last night, tho U. S. survey steamer 
Hessler came alongside the outer wharf, 
from Port Townsend, in command of Lieut. 
Giles Harbor, of tho United States Davy. 
She leaves, to-day, for Yatikat bay and 
Southern Alaska, and has on board a party 
of scientists and explorers sent out by the 
Geological and Geographical Survey of tho 
United States, with instructions to put to 
rest beyond a doubt the question of the 
height of Mount St. Elias, and the real 
ownership of tho great mountain. They 
expect to bo away until tho end of tho 
present year, and will on their return pro- 
ceed at once to Washington, to prepuro 
their photographs and present their re- 
port. 

RAVACHOL'S TRIAL. 

Fears of Bomb Throwing; and Socialist Inter, 
ferenco. 

Parts, April 25.— The trial of Anarchist 
Ravachol begins to morrow. The rush for 
tickets of admission to the court-house is 
somewhat dampened by tho threat of tho 
Socialists that they will not ullow any sen- 
tence against him to be carried out. It is 
feared that some of them will gain admission 
and throw a bomb. 



A JEALOUS HUSBAND. 

Ho Shoots Ills Wife While Entertaining Her 
Friends. 

Brampton, Ont., April 25.— James B. 
Lundy, of this place, killed his wife here on 
Friday. Mrs. Lundy and her family were 
entertaining a small company at the house, 
and Mrs. Lundy asked to be excused while 
preparing refreshments. On entering the 
kitchen, Lundy, who had returned from 
Toronto and secreted himself under a 
kitchen table, opened firo upon his wife 
with a five chamber revolver, and shot her 
three times.

In fact the seni- 
ors were not backward in asserting thut 
Mr. Lang enjoyed the honor of being the 
only one competent and practical man heard 
by Mr. Williams. 

As an outcomo of th« discussion 
of Major Williams and his mission, a tele- 
gram was framed and forwarded to Hon. C. 
H. Tuppcr, Minister of Marino, strongly 
protesting against the circulation, or rather 
recognition of any of theunrelinble evidence 
taken by the Major, who, it was st.ited at 
the meeting, was for many years the treas- 
ury agent or adjuster of skins at tho Priby- 
loff Islands.

The Big Outlet Sewerage Tunnel Com- 
pleted, Yesterday— Which Way 
Will the Water Run? 



A Tumbling, Surging Torrent Rushes 
Out Into the Waves of the 
Straits.

Yesterday afternoon, half a dozen gentle- 
men stood on Clover Point, in the bright 
sunshine, eaqorly looking over the cliffs 
seaward. To the north, beyond the dancing 
water, wore the white tombstones of Ross 
Bay Cemetery, many of them sad monu- 
ments of tho unsanitary conditions that 
have, up to tho present time, existed in 
Victoria. 

The gentlemen were waiting there to 
watch for a proof of the excellence of some- 
thing that would do away with that for 
over. Among the group were Engineer 
Mohun and assistants, Mr. MoBoau, tho 
contractor for the sewerage system, and n 
Colonist representative. They explained 
to the latter, while waiting for results, what 
was about to be done. 

"For some time we have been gradually 
collecting and draining off tho water from 
the sewerage works all over the city. The 
first big collect ion we made was at t ho cor- 
ner of View ar.d Cook streets, and into this 
wo drained surface moisture from all tho 
lower city thoroughfares. Then the ac- 
cumulated water was gradually worked 
down to the corner of Moss and Snowden 
streets, and at the manhole at that spot 
now, just 3,300 feet from where we are 
standing, there are hundreds of tons of 
water waiting to be released. Just at tho 
turn in tho concreto sewer at that point, 
tho passage is bagged up with sand, and in 
a few minutes those bags will he removed 
and we shall see where it goes to." 

Tho big 3,000-foot tunnel, after a year of 
hard work and great difficulty, has been com- 
pleted at last, the last piece of rock knocked 
in and tho last foot of concreto laid. Tho 
manhole at the corner of Moss and Snowden 
connects the whole street system with the 
outlet tunnel. "Wo are just going to see," 
said Mr. Mohun, "whether the water will 
run up-hill, according to tho predictions of 
those engineering sages who gave evidence 
before tho Koyal Commission, tothkt effect." 
"Yes," said tho contractor, "I wish wo had 
a few of them here now to put their heads 
in the groovo in thoso]rock3 down there, and 
wait to see tho result of their forebodings." 

So the group waited, chatting pleasantly. 
There scon canio a sound of far-off rambling, 
like the rattle of a heavy coach a mile away. 
Louder and louder grew tho ,-.oi3e, and then 
the roar became hoarse and heavy. 

"Here comes my vindication," said Mr. 
Mohun's eyes, as plainly as they could 
speak, and immediately afterwards, from 
out tho deep, black cave at his feet, rushed 
a boiling, seething torrent of water. 
Down it came, rolling and surging, 
throwing up great feathers of spray as it 
dashed against tho rocks, and pouring out 
beyond into the salt water, dragging down 
waves themselves and curdling into yellow 
foam while it mixed with and joined thorn 
in their course to the Pacific. Then, follow- 
ing after tho first deep heavy stream came 
a solid rapid flow, leaping merrily through 
the opening in the tunnel and following its 
courao into the sea, making a wide cataract 
as it jumped in a high arch down through 
the air. 

For an hour the party stood and watched 
and many were the congratulations extend 
ed. The result of tho release of tho ac 
cumulated water is held to prove many 
things of the moat vital intorest to Victoria's 
citizens. It proves that the levels of the 
sewerage system are perfectly true and ac 
curate, that the great work has been 
done well and thoroughly, that not- 
withstanding unexpected difficulties, 
the big rock tunnel is a success, and that 
this city can now "bar shouting," as they 
call it on the race tra-ck, boast of as perfect 
n system of deep drainage as exists any 
where on, the coast. 

As the interested crowd of spectators 
turned away, the roar of the water as it 
came through its narrow passago and 
mingled with the waves could still be 
heard, and all day to-day and long into 
this evening it will continue. Then, when 
the outpour comes down to a slight drain, 
every sewer ditcli on our streets will be 
free from moisture, and it will have been 
proved beyond a shadow of a doubt, that 
Wharf street. Government street, and every 
street in Victoria, however remote, has 
direct connection with tho Straits of Juan 
de Fuca.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 



Departure of tho Boscowitz for Nor- 
thern Ports— Supplies and Men 
for Canneries- 



The Bhip Lizzie Boll arriTcd in Esquimau har- 
bor, yesterday morning, 62 days from Cpnuinv 
bo. Captain Lewis, who is in command, joined 
her at the lattor port, reliovine; Captain Perry, 
who left her thoro paralyzed. Ho was sent to 
England on a mail steamer. Captain Lewis, 
therefore, can only speak of tho trip from Co- 
qulmbo, which ho soya was without tho least 
event of any Interest to break the monotony. 
Tho weather was spiondid throtiKhoui , and no 
mishap of any kind occurred. The Llzz.o Hull, 
rover, since she loft Liverpool, has had ex* 
mcnt and adventure enough to last her for 
tho balance of hor existence. Tho tumble do- 
■i of the Kru which broko out aboard hor, 
when sho woo oil' Valparaiso, the hand-to hand 
liliht with llames for several weeks, tho fearful 
anxiety of all on board with n death bylburnlng 
on one side, and a no leas horriblo fate by water 
on tlit! other, have all been doscribud before in 
these columns, as nearly as such tragic inci- 
lents can bu described. Notwithstanding this, 
however, and to show what a close call those 
on board tho vessel had, tho following report of 
a survey held on board her, nftur her 
arrival at Coquimbo, may be of interest. 
Un the 8tll of February J. W. Fortune. British 
Vice-consul at Coquimbo, issued a notice to 
Staff Commander II. Warohani of II. M. S. 
LifTey, Capt. Goo. Oakloigh of tlm bark Isold, 
and Capt. Hart, master pilot, ko make a 
borough survey of the vessel. Their return 
tales: •' On sounding tho pumps of tho Li/.zio 
Bell we found six inches of water in tho well. 
The ship was at tho time quite tight and mak- 
ing no water. The saloon was in a slato of de- 
struction, being partially burnt out. Tho deck 
and bulkheads were all badly burnt and 
charred, t lie cushions and settees nllovortho 
vessel being burned completely. In tho cap- 
tain's sleeping cabin tho chronometer eases 
were burnt and all the charts in tile chartroom 
were burned to cinders. Tho deadlights were 
all broken, and holes cut in through the decks 
in several places leading into the cabins, 
through which the wator had boon allowed to 
como to iiuench the flames, Tho second cabin 
was also burnt out, nnd nil furniture rendered 
completely useless. Tho wheel was smashed 
to pieces, and all tho steering apparatus will 
equiro renewing. Wo recommend that sho 
hall have now chronometers and a new set of 
charts. The steering near nil needs replacing, 
and the poop decks and skylights must bo ro- 
p-.iircd. Tho hn;e;j in tho deck which werocut 
to lot in the water will have (o be filled up, and 
ull tho deadlights must be renin ed or tho 
spaces Idled up with wood. All burnt pnrts 
must bo replaced and tho ship generally niado 
seaworthy. VVo find that she has Buffered no 
damage In her hold whatever, and that tho ox- 
plosion that originated tho lire was caused by 
thu upsetting of a paraffin oil lamp in tho cap- 
tain's cabin." The Lizzie Bell brought up 1,028 
tons of freight, including somo hundreds of 
tons of naval stores and goner-..: ...ichnmlfse. 
Sho comes round from Esquimalt to day to un- 
load. 

Owing to tho wiro being down ogdn. no 
fresh news of tho reported wrecks could bo 
obtained from Carmanah, yesterday. 

Steamer .Mystery will leave for Clnyoquot 
Sound, to-morrow or next day, with supplies 
for Mr. J. L. I'enney's storo at that point. 

Tho American tug Wanderer cleared, to-day, 
for* Port Townsond, after towing in tho bark 
Lizzie Bell from tho Cape. 

Tho Government steamer Quadra returned 
from Nanaimo, ycslcrdav afternoon, and ns 
previously stated, will remain in port a few 
days before proceeding to Carmanah Point 
lighthouse. 

Steamer Falcon came down from Nanaimo 
on Sunday, with coal behind hor. 

Steamer Maude arrived from Vancouver, 
yesterday, with a full cargo of Chinese mer- 
chaud se, ex. Kmpress of Japan. 

Steamer Barbara Boscowitz s:iiled for tho 
North, last evening, via Vancouver, whoro 
sho will take on a quantity of freight, for the 
canneries. Sho carried from this port a largo 
quantity of cannery supplies, amongst which 
were It small boats ana two canoes; The fol- 
lowing worn hor passengers: Miss Wo-t, Mrs. 

Henderson and 
Mr. Devercuux's surveying party of 12, who aro 
gang up to Hartley Bay.

THE TREATY-MAKING POWER. 

There aro Canadians who boliove, or say 
they believe, that Canada ought to possess 
the power to make her own commercial 
treaties. We wonder if those who prefer 
that claim realizo all that it implies. A 
nation which can mako a bargain with an- 
other nation must, iu all that relate! to 
that bargain, be independent. It must 
have power to perform ull that it en- 
gages to do, and it must also he ablo to 
cuforco the performance by the other party 
concerned of all it stipulates to do. If, for 
instance, Canada had the power, independ- 
ently of Great Britain, to mike a commercial 
treaty with the United States, it is evident 
she should have power, also independent of 
■Great Britain, to enforco tho treaty or to 
punish the United States if that country 
should fail to carry out its part of the provi- 
sionsof thattreaty. Itwould neverdoforCan- 
ada to make a treaty with the United States 
without as much as saying ' ' by your leave " 
to the Mother Country, and then when the 
United States violated the treaty, run to 
the Mother Country for redress. It is not 
at all difficult to see that the demand mado 
by Mr. Mills and other Liberal politicians, 
for power on the part of Canada to make 
her own commercial treaties, is virtually a 
demand for Independence. What more 
could Canada, if she were independent, do 
than mako her own commercial treaties 
without Great Britain's leave, or without 
having any regard for the interests of Great 
Britain ! 

The exercise of such a power by a depen- 
dency is wholly inconsistent with tho 
colonial relation. It is not dillicult to see 
that if the large colonies while still under 
tho British Hag, were allowed to excrciso 
this treaty-making power, they would very 
soon get the British Government into diili- 
culties and entanglements that would be 
most embarrassing. As things are, British 
statesmen find that the possession of 
self-governing colonies seriously compli- 
cates Great Britain's relations with 
foreign countries, but if they had 
the power to mako their own commercial 
treaties, the position of tho Mother Coun- 
try would be infinitely moro perplexing. 
■She would be perpetually involved in dis- 
putes which might easily lead to serious 
•quarrels about matters iu which she had 
really no concern — or worse than that — 
about matters in which her .interests would 
be identical with those of the nations with 
which the colony had a disagreement. 

It should never he forgotten for one mo- 
ment that foreign nations do not know a 
colony separate from tho Mother Country. 
If a dilliculty arises between Canada and 
the United Stites, or Franco and New- 
foundland, those nations mako their com- 
plaint not to Canada and Newfoundland, 
but to Great Britain, and it is to her that 
they look for redress. It is impossiblo for 
the United States to quarrel with Canada 
as long as Canada remains a colony. So if 
Canada hud tho power to make treaties 
with foreign nations, Great Britain would 
be hold rcsponaiblo for Canada's acts, and 
would he required to correct Canada's mis- 
takes, and to atone for Canada's delinquen- 
cies. 

The men who made this demand for Can- 
ada cannot but seo the condition of things 
that its concession would necessarily lead 
to. They, therefore, cannot be in earnest. 
The probability is that they are tired of 
British connection and think that this way 
■of asking for its severance will not shock 
loyal Canadians so much or create so violent 
an opposition aa if they throw oil the mask 
and plainly demanded independence. 

It seoms to us that in this mattor of 
treaty-making as much is conceded to Can- 
ada now as is consistent with her remain- 
ing In the condition of a dependency. The 
Canadian Government has a voice in any 
arrangemont witli a foreign nation in which 
Canada's interests are specially concerned. 
The Reciprocity Treaty of IS54 was vtrtu- 



ally dictated by Canada. An eminent Can- 
adian was one of tho Commissioners that 
negotiated tho Treaty of Washington, and 
the provisions of that Treaty which related 
to tho fisheries could not bo put in force 
until they had received the sanction of tho 
Legislative bodies of tho differont colonies. 
Wo aro pretty suro that if Canada 
had full power to settle tho Behring Sea 
claims, they would not be dealt with so 
satisffcotorily and so quickly as they are 
boint; adjusted by Great Britain. Strong 
nations have a rough-and-ready way of 
dealing with weak ones, that is not alto- 
gether consistent with abstract justice. 
But tho nation which ia not able to take its 
own part, must put up with indignity and 
injustice with the best grace it can. When 
this Dominion is strong enough to fight its 
c^n battles, or when it is a member of a 
powerful federation, its statesmeu may 
claim greater power than they now possoss 
in dealing with foreign nations, but as long 
as sho is a dependency, and must look to 
tho Mother Country to settle her disputes 
with foreigners, they must bo content with 
the influence they now possess. 



AT THE BAR OF TUB HOUSE. 

Tho exercise by the Houso of Commons of 
its judicial authority is by no means popular 
in Great Britain. The practice of calling 
those who have committed acts against its 
power and dignity to its bar for the purpose 
of reprimanding them has become almost 
obsolete, and cannot now be productive of 
consequences at all serious to tho offenders, 
During the present session two railway di- 
rectors committed an act which could bo 
construed into contempt of tho authority of 
tho House. They punished a witness who 
had appeared to givo ovideuco before ono 
of its committees, for telling the truth, by 
dismissing him from thoir employment. For 
their olfonoo they were called to account by 
the Speaker. This is what the St. James 
Gazette said about the action taken by tho 
House : 

"The House of Commons i3 never hotter 
pleased and rarely worse employed than 
when it is rindicating its privileges. Time 
was when to venture to criticise Parliament 
was to expose oneself to all sorts of pains 
and penalties; and when tho Hnuso of Com- 
moiis boiled over with wrath against certain 
gentlemen of Kent who petitioned it to turn 
its loyal votes into Bills of Supply. To- 
morrow tho old custom is to he revived, 
and three Englishmen aro to be summoned 
to tho Bar of tho house to answer some in- 
definite chargo of broach of privilego. It is 
semi-ofiieially intimated that if they con- 
fess their crime and entreat pardon they 
will be let off with a reprimand; but if they 
attempt to justify their conduct they will 
he consigned to the Clock Tower." 

Tho Daily news, though it docs not ques- 
tion the power of the Houso to punish the 
delinquents, does not think that its punish- 
ments aro much to be feared. It saya:— 

"Wo aro afraid that the performance has 
lost much of its terror. We can remember 
a distinguished member of the front Opposi- 
tion bench standing at the liar before ho 
was a member of the House, and not seem- 
ing a penny the worse, and nobody then, or 
siuco, thinking him a penny tho worao for 
tho modified pillory attitude iu which he 
had to bo planted. We cannot remember 
any case in which the dignity of the Houso 
really gained by tho summoning of persons 
to stand in a metaphorical white sheet ho- 
foro its liar. The custom is growing old — 
is growing even ubsoleto. It has been put 
into practice for mere technical breaches of 
privilege, to which no ono could think that 
any moral reprobation attached. The mere 
foot that it has thus been put into practice 
proves that it is not likely to be very ef- 
fective when it ia employed against persona 
who are accused of Jsome much moro serious 
offence." 

If the British House of Commons called 
erery one who libelled it and slan- 
dered its members to its bar, it 
would be able to do little else than 
assert its dignity. Speech ia free in Great 
Britain, and there are many writers and 
speakers who have no respect for authority, 
and who do not hesitate to express their 
feelings and opinions in the strongest and 
coarsest language. But the House of Com- 
mons allows them to howl and execrate un- 
disturbed. Even the Anarchist newspaper 
was not interfered with until it began to 
incite misguided men to acts of violence. It 
then became the duty of the police — not of 
the House of Commons — to suppress tho 
mischievous sheet. The House of Commons 
of Great Britain has maintained its place in 
the esteem of the people of Great Britain 
und in the reapect of the whole civilized 
world in spite of tho vilification and denun- 
ciation of rabid revolutionists and malignant 
malcontents of all creeds and classes. Its 
attempts to assert its authority by prosecu- 
tions of ono kind and another have not aided 
it in keeping its place in the esteem of the 
nation— their effect has rather [been iu the 
contrary direction. 



EDITORIA L COM ME NTS. 

THE British Government is evidently well 
pleased at tho way the crews of ships of war 
aro conveyed across the continent by tho 
Canadian Pacific, for tho London Times 
says : 

"The experiment of sending new crews to 
tho Pacific via the Cauadirn Pacific railway, 
and reconimissioni.Mg ships at Faqutmalt, 
which was recently tested in the case of tho 
Champion and Pheasant, has provod so suc- 
cessful that the Admirulty have decided to 
recommission tho Daphne and her oistor ship 
Nympho, at Ksquimalt, where also the ar- 
mored flagship Warspite, 14, 8,400 tons, 
10,000 horse power, Captain the Hon. Hod- 
worth Lftmbton, will recommission at tho 
conclusion of her threo years' term of ser- 
vice. Previously, all cruisers and sloops 
have been transferred from the Pucitic to 
the China station to recommission, while tho 
flagship has usually returned to England to 
be paid out of commission. 

It is said that some of tho inhabitants of 
New Westminster have decided to honor 
tho Messrs. Kennedy with a torch-light 
procession. We are wholly at a loss to see 
what the publiahers of tho Columbian havo 
done to deserve such a demonstration. 
They have foully slandered a number of 
men, who are, in every way. hotter than 
themselves, and they havo not had the 



manliness to rotraot thoir libels whon they 
found that they were so grossly untrue that 
it was useless to attempt to show that they 
had tho slightest grounds for publishing 
them. If iho partisans of tho Kennedys 
undertake to givo an ovation to every one 
in the town who has borne false witness 
against his neighbors, and every ono who 
has circulated lies to tho injury of others, 
which either ho or alio is unwilling und un- 
able to prove, they will have a queer lot to 
do honor to.

A Striking Example of What a Small 
out Energetic Congregation 
Can Do. 



Tho Church of St. Marks, Boleskiue road, 
Burnsido ecclesiastical district, was opened, 
yestorday afternoon, by the Lord Bishop of 
Columbia, tho clergy present being tho 
Archdeacon of Vancouver (Vcn. Austin 
Scriven), Revs. E. P. Lipscombe, W. D. 
Barber, J. B. Hewotson and W. H. P. 
Arden, tho latter of whom is to bo pastor of 
tho new church. 

Vested in white, and decorated with 
floral and other appropriate ornaments, tho 
altar looked exceedingly handsome, while 
tho body of tho odilico, looked after by 
Mips Bellamy, was fair and fragrant with a 
wealth of (lowers. Tho ohoir, under tho 
charge of Mrs. Webb and Mr. Hawkins, 
rendered efficient service, the singing being 
heartily taken up by a lurgo congregation. 
The Bishop preached from If. Cor., v. lo, 
and the offertory was just under §20. 

St. Mark's church is a striking example 
of what can be done by a small working 
class population in the direction of provid- 
ing themselves with a placo of worship. 
Working with a will, and working all to- 
gether, they bavo already collected to with- 
in $M00 of tho amount required to entirely 
pay for their church. This will, no doubt, 
be considerably reduced by tho proceeds 
from the musical social to-night and the 
concert to-morrow evening. 

Mr. Edward Morton, tho contractor, is 
deserving of praise, not only for the hand- 
some appearance of St. Marks, for he was 
his own architect, but also for the excellence 
of tho material and the good work bestowed 
upon the whole. Tho building comprises 
church, vestry and kitchen; the two latter 
may bo entered by separate doors, and the 
altar and chancel can he completely shut off 
when desired, by sliding doors. Altogether 
St. Marks is a model for any small district 
requiring a small ecclesiastical structure, 
the main part of which can ou occasions be 
used for general purposes.

THE MISSION OF JUDAISM. 

SynopBia of An Interesting Lecture by Rev. 
Dr. Scurclber. 

Rev. Dr. Schreiber, Rabbi of the Con- 
gregation Emanu-El of Spokane, Wash., 
lectured Saturday night before a large and 
appreciative audienco in the synagogue 
The doctor, who has published a largo num- 
ber of works ou the history and philosophy 
of the Jews, is a forciblo and eloquent ora- 
tor. He presouted his subject, "The Mis- 
sion of Judaism," in an instructive and 
highly outertaining manner. His language 
is lluent and his diction classic. Ho traced 
tho .mission of Judaism from its earliest 
beginnings through tho long, tragic and 
checkered history of the Jews, down to tho 
present day. Ho demonstrated, on the 
head of historical investigation, that tho 
dispersion of Israel throughout tho whole 
world, far from being a curse, was a bless- 
ing for them. In a small strip of land like 
Palestine, tho mission of Israel could never 
havo been fulfilled. In order to propagate 
the belief in the fatherhood of God and 
brotherhood of men, the Jews had to be 
scattered all over tho globe. They wero 
seeds thrown into tho soil of history. The 
expression "chosen peoplo" convoys uu obli- 
gation rather than a privilege, laying upon 
Israel greater responsibilities. They 
wero chosen, selected to bo tho banner- 
bearers of ethical monotheisan and cosmo- 
politan humanity. They wero chosen to 
suffer ignomy, martyrdom, even death in 
tho service of their mission. Tho fact, that 
tho Jow still exists, while numerous 
nations, who persecuted him, are laid away 
in their graves, proves that bis mission, 
which was not concluded ninteen centuries 
ago, is not closed to-day. They advance 
with' the times. Their mission will not be 
ended until the Messiamic age will bo at 
hand, when the fatherhood of God and 
brotherhood of man will be universally 
recognized. But they cheerfully concede 
that many different roads may lead to the 
same goal. The rev. gentleman lectures on 
Wednesday evening next on "Jewish In- 
fluence on Civilization." Tho proceeds cf 
the lecture will be devoted to the erection 
of a Synagogue at Spokane Fulls, which will 
bo the only synagogue in Washington.

Supreme Court Doincs. 

The case of McFarlane v. McFarlano, was 
up again for hearing in tho Supreme Court, 
yesterday afternoon, and was once more ad- 
journed. To-day tho case of Byrnes v. 
MacMillan, will be tried by a judge and 
jury. Tho lattor is an action to recover 
81,000 from tho sheriff, for alleged breach 
of duty in nut advertising proper particu- 
lars of a sale of land, the property of II. B. 
Roycraft, some time ago, and thereby dam- 
aging the plaintiff, an auctioneer, to tho 
extent claimed. The sheriff states that not 
one cent of damage was incurred by the 
plaintiff, and furthermoae, that there was 
no breach of duty whatever. 



Out To-rtny. 

The Chinamen at the Quarantine Station 
will be released from thoir tempo, Sry camp- 
ing ground, to-day, and at l> o'clock this 
morning, tho steamer Maude will bring 
them over to Victoria. Yesterday was the 
fifteenth day after tho disease broke out 
on board the Empress of Japan, and a 
careful inspection in tho afternoon revealed 
no signs of contagion. The doctor, there- 
fore, declared them free to land in tho 
city, and as soon as they reach the Customs' 
shed at the Outer Wharf, the §12,500 
deposit of tho C. P. R. Co. for their safe- 
keeping, will bo returned by the Collector 
of Customs. Their confinement has been 
anything but hard, and probably many, 
even in this bounteous country, will faro, 
in the future, far worso than they havo 
done during the past few days, while they 
were tho guests of the millionaire cor- 
poration. 

Where Will the D. 8. Vessel's Coal. 

Whenever anything of the least impor- 
tance occurs in regard to U. S. affairs on 
this coast, the Puget Sound papers aro im- 
mediately filled with "telegrams from tho 
State Department," and the marvellous 
rapidity with which these messages come, 
prove beyond doubt, that tho Paget Sound 
country is being watched by the President 
nud every secretary iu his cabinet with 
eager anxious eyes, and indeed that every 
other portion of the United States is quite 
a small affair compared with that favored 
region. No sooner had the COLONIST last 
week published an item regarding the possi- 
bility of the U. S. revenue cutters bound 
for Uohring Sea purchasing their coal from 
British ports, than the Seattle and Tacoma 
papers contained long "special despatches" 
direct from the Statu Depaitment, inform- 
ing the public that the Government had 
just decided that all United States vessels 
should coal "at Tacoma" (so said the 
Tacoma paper), or "at Seattle" (which was 
tho way the message appeared iu tho latter 
city.) The truth is, as stated by Consul 
Myers, yesterday, that such reports aro un- 
founded and totally incorrect. In fact 
ho has this year made spcciul representa- 
tions to his department that tho obtaining 
of coal from Vancouver Island will be 
easier than ever it was, and recommending 
that tho ordinary course be •pursued on 



He Will Not Forget. 

Jafoes Ibbotson, gonerally called "John- 
nie" for convenience sake, made his 112th 
appearance in the polico court yesterday, 
when ho was, as usual, charged with sup- 
plying liquor to Indians, lie burled tack 
the chargo with indignation, but Officer 
Hildreck had too strong a case to be broken, 
and a sentence of six months' imprisonment 
at hard labor was imposed, a §100 fine being 
far too high a luxury for tho prisoner, 
Messrs. Ward & Shakespeare wero the 
presiding justices.

Tho members of tho Seattlo lodges, 
I.O.O.F., are, to-day, in tho midst of the 
celebration of their T.'lrd anniversary, in 
which they aro joined by 200 or UOO visitiDg 
brethren from British Columbia, the ma- 
jority Victorians.

A Steamboat I'loneer. 

In the death of Henry Schmidt, which 
occurred yesterday at the Old Folks' Homo, 
the pioneer steamboat men of British Co- 
lumbia lose ono of their veteran members. 
The deceased, who oame from Germany 
about thirty years ago, spent many years in 
the service of the Hudson's Bay Co. on 
their steamers Otter and Grappler, on ono 
of which he was employed when he met with 
the accident which crippled him for life. 
Tho funeral takes place to-day, when many 
pioneers will doubtless attend.

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AIASKAN INFORMATION, TO THOSE 
ASKING FOE SAME! 

To the Editor, — As parties who have 
read the variouB.items, regarding tho Yukon 
country through tho medium of your 
widely circulated paper, liavo communi- 
cated to mo for further particulars, &c. ; 
and as I have a number of these communi- 
cations still unanswered, allow me to again 
use your columns to further onltghten 
them upon tho information requiicd, viz : 

1. 'I ho best time to go, especially for 
families. 

•2. Tho best roads, etc., especially for 
families. 

In answer to tho first question, allow me 
to state that tho best time to travel, for 
families or any one else, is about from the 
early part of March to tho 10th or 15th of 
April. After tho latter date, tho snows 
commence to melt, and it becomes difficult 
and dangerous for travelling on account of 
tho swollen streams. This is by the way of 
the Dias Pass, which is the shortest route, 
and which is now travelled by tho minora. 
Already there have been a couple of families 
and about 150 minors, who have gone by 
this way. 

I would strongly adviao any minors, who 
contemplato going in now, to take an 
abundant supply of provisions, as I ap 
prebend there will be a far greater number 
of minors in there this year than any pre- 
vious year, and tho Alaskan Commercial 
Company, who generally do the supplying 
of Illinois with grub, may not ship enough 
for the number who may contemplate going 
in, and as no provision ia made for the 
passage through, in bond of Canadian goods 
through Southern Alaska into Northern 
British Columbia, the best means would be 
to purchase provisions from some merchant 
in an American city or Juneau City, 
Alaska. 

To the parties who have ladies with thorn 
and who wish to know " if tho Alaskan 
Commercial company's boats call at Vic 
toria on their way to tho mouth of the 
Yukon?" I might here inform them that 
that company's steamers do not call hero 
nor at Departure Bay but they may call at 
Nanaimo for coal, but whether they take 
any passengers or freight on I cannot say 
In the year 1S87, when I went with Mr, 
Ogilvie, they refused to take any outsido 
freight on account of their being loadod 
with their own. Tho steamers generally 
arrivo at the island of St. Michael, where 
all tho freights are discharged for the Upper 
Yukon, about the middle of June. To show 
tho reason why I would advise tho abund- 
ance of provisions, allow mo to take you 
back to an incident which happened a littlo 
over two years ago. 

At tho approach of winter, in 1SS9, two 
hundred men at 40-Milo creek wero anx- 
iously awaiting the supply steamer, long 
overdue. Flour could not bo obtained in 
camp for its weight in gold, and bacon ami 
beans wero luxuries of by-gono days. A 
crisis in their affairs was fast approaching, 
when Indian runners urrived with tho start- 
ling information that the steamer was 
wrecked not far from tho mouth of tho river 
and no "grub" would como to thorn that 
winter. Work stopped then and there, and 
an exodus for the coast began. It was stay 
and starve, or reach the wrecked steamer 
and live. After a journey of S00 miles, in- 
volving incalculable suffering, Nuklukahyet, 
a trading post of the Tananah Indians, was 
reached, and it was found that tho 
Steamer had been patched up and 
had arrived at this place. Tho 
supplies wero in a terrible condition. 
Tho flour which had soaked in the water 
hardened and had to bo beaten with clubs, 
and put through selves, and then was 
streaked with green mold, while tho bacon 
resembled blubber. About fifty of tho 
party took possession of the steamer New 
Racket, which was lying at Nuklukahyet, 
and started for St. Michael's. 

At Nulato, tho ice cut through tho 
steamer, rendering her useless, bo tho re- 
mainder of the trip was accomplished by 
land through snow and slush, 2o0 miles, 
until Norton's Sound was reached about "0 
miles north of St. Michael's. Nothing 
daunted by their experience of last fall, 
this summer found most of these men back 
at their diggings, again tempting Providence. 

The miners would have had to test tho 
virtue of a very spare diet had it not been 
for two unexpected resources that turned 
up. The first was a great crop of turnips 
that Mr. McQuesten, agent of the Alaska 
Commercial Company, raised at tho storo 
on Forty-Mile Creek during the summer. 
Tho second was a greater number of deer 
crossing tho trails they have between tho 
Tananah and tho Yukon Rivers, (these 
trails intersect the valley of Forty-Mile 
Creek) than was every beforo known by 
white men, and a corresponding abundance 
of fresh meat. Only 43 miners remained on 
the creek, and this enabled the store-keeper 
to send us all the meat we wanted. Tho 
reason for all this scarcity is on account of 
there being no roads, and this is the only 
draw-back the miners have.

Now wo may 
not just at present need any further addi- 
tions made to our City Hall, but sev n years 
ago our City Hall as it then stood satisfied 
all our needs and thoro was to spare, but 
would the old hall as it then stood meet all 
our present requirements? 1 very much 
doubt whether any sensible citizen would 
answer the question with an affirmative. 
So is it not just as reasonable to contend 
the next five years will find us in a position 
which will call for more City Hall accommo- 
dation. Therefore, when is there a bettor 
timo to secure tho wherewitball than when 
tho very piece requisite for such purposes 
is, as it wero, going abegging on tho mar- 
ket, for if I remember rightly, tenders wore 
called for tins samo pieco of property only 
about two months since. I, for one, should 
have been very pleased at the timo to have 
seen a bye-law introduced by somo one of 
our Civic hoard calling for a vote from tho 
ratepayers to sanction its purchase for 
future use. The property could even now 
bo used to advantage without incurring but 
very littlo expense. Tho use I would put 
it to would be to stable tho Corporation 
horses, store tho workmens' tools, etc. 
It is far moro central and better adapted for 
that purpose than the present stables and 
tool-houso at the electric light works. I 
hopo somo action will bo taken in this mat- 
ter.

SLAVE DEALERS DEFEATED. 

A Number 'of Captives Released by Plucky 
Travellers, 

LONDON, April 22.— Two Portuguese 
travelers, Messrs. Caremago and Elbo, have 
recently brought a largo force of slave- 
hunters to grief uear the north end of Lako 
Tanganyika. These travellers arrived on 
tho north-west shoro of tho lako early this 
year. Tho Spectator has already told how 
this region was being depopulated by 
tho raids of powerful slave-hunters. The 
Portuguese visitors learned on their arrival 
tht'.t, tho notorious slaver, Makutuba, had 
gone with a large number of boats to Mungo, 
whore, on tho followinc day, tho weekly 
market was to be held. "It was expected 
that many hundreds of peoplo would gather 
from all the country round for the exchange 
of their products, and the purpose of the 
slave-raider was to attack the market when 
at ita height, and capture a great number 
of tho people. Tho Portuguese at once 
decided to follow with their canoes. They 
happened to • have plenty ammunition and 
a number of guns. They bad no sooner 
arrived in the neighborhood of Mungo, than 
they heard that tho village had been 
attacked ; that many peoplo had boon 
killed, and that Makutuba was em- 
barking Ids captured victims, numbering 
1,500, mostly women, into canoes for tho 
purpose of carrying them south along the 
lake. The Portuguese advanced, after pre- 
paring their canoes for a fight. Tho slave- 
hunters at first offered resistance, but a 
grenade that was fired over thetr heads pro- 
duced such a panic among Makutuba's men, 
that they took to their heels and rushed to 
their boats, without troubling themselves 
about their leaders or tho booty they had 
secured. The Portuguese fired several volleys 
into (the crowd of boats. Many of the 
slave raiders tried to save theamselves by 
leaping into the lake, and swimming to the 
6horo. The people of the town, however, 
had gained courage by the arrival of their 
white allies. They gave the slave raiders 
who struggled to the beach a warm recep- 
tion, and scarcoly any of them escaped 
alivo. The Portuguese then released the 
captives, who returned in groat joy to their 
homes.

Victorians Will Celebrate Her Ma- 
jesty's Birthday on tho 23rd 
and 24th of JIay. 



Committees Appointed to Arrange 
Details of the Oemonstratiou 
—Two Gala Days. 



Victorians will, this year, celebrato tho 
anniversary of their gracious Queen on 
Monday and Tuesday, the 23rd and 24th of 
May, when the men of tho fleet and of "C" 
Battery, as well as tho men of tho Garrison 
Artillery, will join with tho civilians in 
doing honor to tho occasion. Tho regatta 
and illuminations arc set for tho 24th, and 
the Printing Committeo will get tho pre- 
liminary posters out at once, so that they 
may do their work thoroughly and well. 

A better attended ot mure representative 
meeting than that of the General Commit- 
teo, last evening, could not bo desired. 
Mayor Heaven presided, and no timo wus 
lost in attacking the business of tho night. 
Mr. Charles Kent was elected treasurer, a 
position which lie filled most satisfactorily 
last year, and Mr. Beaumont Boggs was 
made honorary secretary, power being given 
him to employ my assistance he may re- 
quire. 

Mr. Robert Ward, on behalf of tho com- 
mittee appointed at a previous meeting to 
wait upon the Admiral of the fleet, and 
Lieutenant Col. Holmes, of "C" battery, 
and solicit their co-operation, reported 
favorably. Both Admiral Hotham and the 
commandant of tho battery will lend their 
aid, and heartily support the efforts of the 
citizens in doing honor to tho birthday of 
the Queen. Men, llaga, guns, etc., from H. 
M. ships will bo available as usual on rc- 
getta day, though, being a national holiday, 
the men cannot bo asked to undergo tho 
hard service which is meant by a sham tight. 

The subject of tho regatta ha vim; been in- 
troduced, Mr. Richard Brodrick and Mr. 
Seeley directed attention once again to the 
necessity of keeping tho course clear of 
barges, dangerous uliko to those 
taking passago by them and to 
tho flotilla of pleasuro boats. Mr.
